The Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture is headed by a full 
time President and Secretary with 
offices at Ottawa and contact with 
the provinces is maintained thru 
the Provincial Federations each 6f 
which has equal representation on 
the Canadian Federation of Agri.i] * 
Board. 

While at the present time the 
Alberta Federation of Agriculture | 
is composed of representatives 
from the existing farm organiza- 
tions, both commercial. and educa- 
tional, the methods for passing in- 
formation between the farmer and 
federation are too cumbersome 
for satisfactory results. 

Wih a view of making the farm 
organizations more. effective and 
providing for a much closer union 
of all farm people in the province 
the three Farm Organizations na- 
mely the Alberta Federation of 
Agriculture, the Alberta Farmer’s 
Union and the United Farmers Of | ——_—— 
Alberta have appointed a commit- 
tee to work out a plan for consoli- 
dating the three organizations so 
that there will be a closer relation- 
ship between the man on the land 
and the Provincial and Dominion 
Tederation. 

After careful corisideration your 
committee recommend the follow- 
ing resolution: 

WHEREAS the Canadian Feder- 
ation,of Agniculture is a National 
Organization with 4 provincial unit 
in every province and 

WHEREAS in the interests of 
agriculture there should be only 
one farm organization in Alberta. 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED 
that the Alberta Federation of Ag- 
riculture should be re-organized to 
provide for the merging of the 
United Farmers of Alberta and the 
Alberta Farmers’ Union under the 
name of the Alberta Federation 
of Agriculture on the following| 
general principles: 

Provide for the setting up of 
Locals on a direct membership 
basis. .
